The Writer 
would specially point out the futility of the system of administering crim: 
nal justice in respect of certain criminal tribes who have hitherto success. 
fully eluded the vigilance of the people as well as the police. Thess 
criminal tribes are none other than the wandering Bedias, the soothsayers, the 
snake-charmers, the Sannyasis, and a host of others. Government ig always 
ready to punish them whenever they can be caught doing something Wrong 
but this sort of justice has failed to protect the people from their depreda. 
tions. The best way to rid society of these pests would be to send them 
not to the prison, but to a penal settlement which should be established 
specially for the purpose in some yet unreclaimed part of the country, where 
they might be settled as ryots at the Government's expense. And each of 
such settlements should be constituted a police thana. Tne officers of the 
thana should be instructed to keep a close watch over the criminals, and 
try their best to convert them by good advice into quiet, law-abiding subjects, 
The members of these criminal tribes are mostly intelligent and strong and 
able-bodied men, and so there can be no doubt that they will soon become 
prosperous agriculturists. Primary schools should also be established within 
the settlements for giving instruction to their childrea.

(e)—Local Self-Government and Municipal Administration. 


11. The Som Prakash, of the 10th November, says that the new 
Calcutta Municipal Act has compelled many 
householders of Calcutia to leave their ances- 
tral homesteads. And now the Health Officer, 
Dr. Simpson, bas proposed some building regulations which, if adopted, will 
make house-building in Calcutta impossible. One of the proposed regula- 
tions is that ordinary streets are to be 40 feet and that roads are to be 80 
feet wide. Jt can easily be imagined how costly it willbe to widen the 
narrow streets of Calcutta to that extent—a proceeding which will make the 
acquisition of the houses on both sides necessary. Another of the proposed 
regulations is that the height of no house abutting on a street is to be 
greater than the width of the street itself, and that, if any house is to be 
built higher, sufficient space must be left on all sides of it for ventilation. It 
will be very hard upon people to require them not to build upon any portion, 
however small, of the land which is bought by them at so hign a price as 
Rs. 1,000 or Rs. 1,500 per cottah. No European would have proposed such 
regulations if his own countrymen had to build houses in Calcutta for their 
own use. Dr. Simpson perhaps wants to see nothing else but wide streets and 
rows of good trees in Calcutta.

English politics by its very nature affords to bad rulers plenty of oppor- 
tunity for oppressing their subjects, but hardly any to good rulers for 
promoting their well-being. Lord Ripon’s good intentions towards the 
people were frustrated for want of co-operation on the part of the officials, 
and it is very probable that Sir Steuart Bayley’s untimely departure from 
India is attributable to a similar cause. 

As for the next ruler of Bengal, Sir Charles Elliott, he cannot, con- 
sidering his management of the severe famine in Mahipore, in the North- 
Western Provinces, fail to be in sympathy with the people of the country. 
His management of that famine elicited great praise from Lord Lytton. 
His suggestions to Government as President of the Public Service Com- 
mission also indicated that he had the welfare of the people at heart. 
Sir Charles pointed out to Government the bad condition of the Education 
Service ; that it was generally recruited by men of very inferior merit from 
England, and suggested that, with a view to secure better efficiency, first- 
rate educationists should be imported from England every five years. Surely 
this suggestion, if carried into effect, will greatly smooth the way of India’s 
future welfare. Sir Charles also framed some stringent laws while in 
Assam with the view of correcting the idle habits of the people of that 
Province ; but unfortunately the laws turned out to be a hardship to the 
people. Sir Charles, in bis capacity as Public Works Minister, did all he 
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could to remove the bad odour attaching to the Public Works De 
and not without partial success. He also raised his voice, at the 4 
when the agitation against the Government's annual migration t) the hill 
was at its hottest, against the unlawful expenditure that practice inyoly ; 
But the writer cannot help noticing one trait in his character which, if fe 
changed, will be a source of anxiety to his subjects. Sir Charles thinks 
that a pay of fifty rupees is enough for a B-ngali. Sir Charles should remem 
ber in this connection that the Bengalis live in joint-families, and however 
small their individual needs may be, every earning Bengali has a att 
of dependents to support, and it will be clear to him that fifty rupees is not 
a sum enough for a Bengali. After the burden of taxation laid on theis 
shoulders, the Bengalis would find it hard indeed to eke out their miserable 
existence if their Lieutenant-Governor again is found to entertain such ap 
idea of their requirements. 

14. The Som Prakash, of the 10:h November, is glad that the income 
tax wiil form one of the subjects for the consider. 
ation of the forthcoming Congress. It is highly 
unjust to make such a tax permanent. But al'hough the Burmese war is now 
at an end, and the exchange difficulties well nigh over, Government has given 
no indication that the tax will be repealed, or even reduced. The tax isq 
burden upon Indians and Europeans alike. The fact that warrants had to 
be issued last year for the realisation of the tax from 4,768 out of the 
102,265 persons who were assessed to it ought to convince Government of 
the necessity of repealing the tax. 

15. The Duinik-o-Sumachdr Chandrika, of the 13th November, says 
that as Chief Commissioner of Assam Sir 
Charles Klliott at first acted in the spirit of the 
noble resolution issued by Lord Ripon with the view of putting a stop to 
the oppression committed uprn coolies, but at last, actuated either by fear 
or superior influence, deviated from the right path. The writer cannot 
therefore indulge in any strong hope of happiness under a man who showed 
such weakness as the ruler of another province. It was the chief defect of 
Sir Steuart Bayley that he was a puppet in the hands of the officials, and 
this weakness betrayed him into the commission of many wrong acts, though 
he was personally very kindhearted. And who shall say tnat Sir Charles 
Elliott will not, under the influence or fear of the indigo-planters or Anglo- 
Indian merchants, backslide in Bengal in the same way as he did in Assam? 
Again, Sir Charles Elliott’s report as President of the Finance Committee, 
though a very able document, was not marked by much liberality of 
views.

The cow-killing question. 


Eating the cow’s flesh is the religious duty 
of a Mahomedan. Nevertheless it is highly 


culpable that any Mahomedan should slaughter cows simply for the sake of 
wounding the feelings of his Hindu neighbours. Such a Mahomedan ought to 
have no place within the pale of Mahomedan society. But on the other 
hand the writer must point out to those Hindu journalists who are 
rejoicing at the hostile attitude taken up by come insignificant Mahomedans 
towards the practice of sacrificing cows, that there is not the least likelihood 
of the practice disappearing from among the Mahomedans, Cow’s flesh is 
the lawful food of a Mahomedan, and if he abstains from it for one generation, 
the next generation may come even to conceive a hatred forit and thus lose 


religious merit. 


The writer has no hesitation in asserting that cow’s flesh will 


be eaten wherever and so long as there are Mahomedans on the face of the 
earth, and he must therefore warn the Hindus not to cherish the fond hope 

of one day seeing the practice falling into disuse. But then this too must 
be said, that the Mahomedan community as a whole will positively set its face 
against any of its members whose sole aim in sacrificing a cow is to wound 
the feelings of the Hindus, or who with the same view does not take proper 
care to hide the place of slaughter from the sight of his Hindu neighbours. 
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The Mahomedans do not want to quarrel with the Hindus, but wish rath 
to be on cordial and friendly terms with them. The best course to fallo. 
under the existing circumstances, both for the Mahomedan and the Hindy : 
to cultivate toleration and let matters take their own course. ”

legislature. If they read the Sastras carefully, they will find that in ancien 
times Hindu girls were not married until they had attained their puberty 
The present custom of early marriage originated in the unsettled times which 
followed the Mahomedan invasion, and was adopted with the object of 
placing every Hindu girl under the protection of a guardian as early a, 
possible. It is a mistake to think that girls in this country attain puberty 
at a comparatively early age, and that it 1s therefore necessary to marry them 
at an early age. Miss Phipson, who has been practising medicine in this 
country for a long time, is of opinion that Indian girls at 15 are » 
immature as English girls are at 11. Dr. Charles, who was well versed j, 
midwifery, repeatedly said that Indian girls arrive at puberty at the same 
times as girls in cold countries do. Early marriage, by bringing int 
existence unhealthy progeny, produces a physical deterioration of the people 
by whom it is practised. And as political improvement of a people depends 
as much on the spread of education among them as on their physical 
superiority, the people of India who are so anxious for political regeneration 
should try to improve their physical condition by abolishing the custom of 
early marriage. There are Hindus who look upon the interference of 
Government in matters touching their custom and religion with apprehension, 
and predict the subversion of their religion and the dissolution of their society 
from such interference. Their fears are, however, as unfounded a; 
those have proved to be which were entertained at the time when Sutéce was 
abolished. Government has promised religious neutrality to its subjects, 
and always kept that promise inviolate. Whenever it interfered with 
the religious customs of its subjects, it did so with the consent of the leaders 
of the native society. In the present case, it is actuated by the purest of 
motives. It wants to improve the physical condition of the people, with the 
full knowledge that such improvement, like the spread of education among 
them, may jeopordise its own existence. People should not therefore 
suspect the motives of Government, which is labourning, as it has done 
always, jo their own interest.

Itis clear also that this traffic in human beings will not cease if a stron 
agitation is not made against it, that being the only means by which the 
American slave trade was abolished. Formerly the registration of coolies 
was very strict, and so cases rarely occurred in which people accepted the offer 
of service in the tea-gardens without full knowledge of their future destiny ; 
but now-a-days the registration system is lax and coolies are seldom informed 
before enlistment of what will happen to them. The coolies recruited in 
the ‘free depdts” are sent to the gardens without having their names 
addresses, &c., previously registered, so in cases where men, women or boys 
are deluded by false hopes into becoming coolies, their relatives can get no 
clue to their whereabouts. Recently a boy of about fourteen or fifteen 
disappeared from the village of Panua, within the jurisdiction of the Gopi- 
ballabhpore thana in the Midnapore district, and his relatives having come 
tolearn that he had been carried away by some recruiters, came to Midnapore 
and submitted a petition to the Deputy Magistrate for enquiry as to his 
whereabouts. But the police having made a very perfunctory enquiry, the 
boy was not found in any of the depots.
